NEW FACTORY FOR LIEBIG'S. 

The Southern Rhodesian Department of 
Agriculture announces that Liebig’s Extract 
of Méat Company, Limited, is completing 
arrangements for the erection of extensive 
meat extract works in the neighbourhood of 
West Nicholson, a railway terminus close to 
the Transvaal border.

A new aspect on the situation caused by 
Sir Hamilton Harty’s announcemert that he 
would be obliged to relinquish the position 
of permanent conductor to the Halle Concerts 
Society is revealed in a statement isstied last 
night by Mr. E. W. Gromme, the chairman 
of the Society.

“In recognition of the cyan Smmi'gh ser- 
vices which Sir Hamilton has rendered to the 
Society in the past, the time and form of 
making this decision public was left to his 
discretion and convenience. It is the ultimate 
intention of the committee to appoint a per 
manefit conductor in succéssion to Sir 
Hamilton Hariy, but for at least one season 
the committee intend to invite guest con. 
ductors to appear at the Hallé concerts, an 
some intéresting possibilities are under con- 
sideration. It is hoped that within the 
coutse of the next few weeks a further and 
fuiler announcement may be made,

Dublin and Chester. 


Mention of gs Dublin Packet Inn at 
Chester (writes another correspondent) re- 
calls the ancient and extensive trade 
between that port and Dublin. Indeed, it 
would appear from one cf the earliest 
references to that trade that part of it at 
least had to do with the provision of good 
liquor. Camden, the historian, quotes a 
jovial monk named Lucian as declaring 
that Chester was one of the chief ports 
for the importation of foreign wines by 
ships from Ireland, as well as Gascony, 
Spain and Germany, ‘‘so that,’’ added 
Lucian, “being comforted by the favour 
of God in all things, we drank wine very 
plentifully.”’ In the. sixteenth century 
Breton, French and Spanish ships taking 
wine to Chester re-loaded with powder, 
lead and ammunition, “ which they sold 
to the Irish.” .As far beck as the reign 
of Edward the Confessor trade was carried 
on between Chester and Ireland, and in the 
Domesday Book we read of the importa- 
tion of Irish martens into the English 
port, and in the eleventh century, accord- 
ing to William of Malmesburv, it was 
dependent on Ireland for the necessaries 
of life. For the most part the ships in 
the trade were Irish-owned and _ Irish- 
manned, but in 1300 we read of one mer- 
chantman—the Strethtaile, of Dublin—en- 
gaged in the shipment of wine, beer, corn 
and foodstuffs from Irelar1 to Scotland, 
having as its master over a crew of seven 
men a certain Hugh, of Chester. 


St. Werburgh. ' 


The Dublin-Chester trade must have 
dated as far back as the early Norse settle- 
ments in Ireland. The church of St. 
in Chester, indicates an Ostmen’s 
settlement. and the fact that churches in 
Dublin, Bristol and Chester—now the 
Cathedral—have St. Werburgh for their 
patron shows the close connection between 
these three cities in pre-Norman times. 
When the British trade with Iceland was 
developing in the fifteenth century It got 
much help from Irish ships and Irish 
merchants, who took along with them not

The mythical island of Hy-Brasil, which 
has so often excited the minds of un- 
romantic moderns as well as the credulous 
ancients, has new, I.see, found a place 
in a most unexpected. quarter—a lately- 
published seriéus treatise. on English 
economic history. Miss E. M. Carus 
Wilson, in a study of the overseas trade 
of Bristol in the fifteenth century, recalls 
the fact that the sober; but enterprising, 
merchants of that thriving port sent ont 
an expedition’ in 1480 “not: for the 
purpose of trading, but to seek and dis- 
cover a certain island called the Ile of 
Brasile.’’ Bristoi, of course, did an exten- 
sive trade. with Íreland,., ahd in the 
summer of that veár its “meréhants had 
two ships—the George and the Trinity— 
laden in the joint venture, in which 
several Bristol citizens co-operated, among 
them John Jay and Thomas Croft. The 
expedition was put in charge of a navi- 
gator, a Welshman named Thlyde—or 
Lloyd, as we should write now—*‘‘ the most 
scientific mariner of all England ’’—and 
on July 15th, fulcando Maria, as the 
Latinist chronicler has it, set sail towards 
the “Island of Brasylle, in the western 
part of Ireland:"’ «For. two months they 
searched the seas for the elusive island, 
but at last were driven by stress of weather 
into port in Ireland, and on September 
18th Bristol learnt of their gallant 
tailure, At this distance of time it may 
seem to us that these Bristol merchants 
were spending their wealth upon a fool’s 
errand, but it was thissame spirit of enter- 
prise and vision beyond their days which 
later made the Bristol merchants lend their 
aid to Cabot in his expedition to America.

SIR THOMAS 
DEANE 


We regret to announce the death of Sir 
Thomas Manly Deane, R.H.A., which took 
place at his residence Erw-Lydan, Penmaen- 
mawr, Wales. Sir Thomas came of an old 
Irish family, being the son of the late Sir 
Thomas Newenham Deane, R.H.A., of Kil- 
liney, and grandson of Sir Thomas Deane, 
P.R.H.A., of Dundanion — Co. Cork. 
He was eighty-one years of age. 

Sir Thea was Én at Ferney, Co. Cork, 
in June. 1851. He obtained his early edu- 
vation at private schools, and then he 
entered Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
graduated B.A. we 

He was a pupil of the late Wilham 
Burgess, A.R.A., architect, and studied 
architecture in France in 1875. He obtained 
a travelling studentship from the Royal 
Academy in 1876, and studied still further 
in Italy until 1878. On his return to Deblin 
he entered into partnership with his father, 
who also was a. distinguished archi- 
test. In 1883 the Government invited 
plans from architects for the build- 
ing of. the magnificent group of 
buildings which now stand at either side of 
Leinster House, in Kildare street, Dublin, 
and which now house the Science and Art 
Museum and the National Library of Ireland. 
The firm were also architects for the Lecture 
Theatre of the Royal Dublin Society, in 
which Dail Eireann now sits, 

Afterwards, they designed the Miltown 
Galleries (National Gallery of Ireland), the 
Church of Ireland Training College, Dublin, 
and many other private and public buildings

AT THE SAVOY. 


This picture re-introduces one to the com- 
pany of those witty and cultured people whom 
one continually meets m the pages of Frederick 
Lonsdale, A. A. Milne and Noel Coward, but 
whom, for some reason or other, one never 
seem; to come across in real life. They are 
people who go through existence exchanging 
repartee nd light badinage; they are never 
at a loss for exactly the right rei.ark, and 
epigrams rise almost unbidden to their lips. 
As long e3 the business is not overdone, it is 
very pleasant to be translated into their world 
for an hour or so, and on this occasion there 
‘3 nO cause for complaint. ‘‘ But the Flesh 
is Weak’ succeed. in being clever without 
degenerating into ‘‘cleverality’’; it is a 
polished piece of work, and the only clumsy 
thing about it is the title. . 

Frederick Lonsdale and Aubrey Smith (the 
latter’s performance is the best thing in the 
film) appear as son and father, both 
humorously cynical, and both determined to 
mend the family fortunes by the nearest way. 
Smith manages to borrow a fiver or two from 
an old flame, while Lonsdale embarks on the 
more ambitious plan of making love to an 
unattractive, but wealthy, heiress. All goes 
well (both with their desi ns and with the 
picture) until Lonsdale falls in love with 
the impecunious Nora Gregor, when Smith 
determine: to start the young pair off well 
by winning a large sum for them at the 
gaming tables. . 

The tempo of the film slows down from the 
time Smith loses his money, and cleverness 
is exchanged for a rather flabby emotidnalism. 
Smith, in particular, gave us a bad quarter 
of an hour with his revolver, and at one 
moment he seemed to Le heading straight for 
the suicide’s grave. But the story picks up 
again towards the end, and, although it never 
succeeds in recapturing the devil-may-care 
atmosphere of the opening shots, it bates 
the audience in a good humour. 

Robert Montgomery stems to be very well 
suited to this kind of material, and his per- 
formance was a good. one, while Aubrey 
Smith, as already noted, was excellent. Nora 
Gregor, a new German actress, is promising. 
but greater credit must go to Heather 
Thatcher, who played an unsympathetic part 
with uncommon skill.

obvious need of a proper system of distribu- 
tion which should keep occupied the railways, 
road services and shipping, they found ships 
lving idle in the ports of the world, while 
the yailways were approaching their last 
gasp. While he did not suggest that 
machinery had brought with it nought but 
harm, he did gay that unregulated mechanisa- 
tion was rapidly wrecking the ruin of the 
complicated civilisation in which they lived. 

One solution was to evolve themselves into 
a higher civilised state in which machinery 
would have become a thing of antiquity. 
Another was restrictive legislation in regard 
to new industrial machinery. The assistance 
of the trades unions in this direction would 
be invaluable. The installing of additional 
industrial machinery representing a _ repeti- 
tion of that already in use might be pro- 
hibited, so that manufacturers would be ob- 
liged to use their existing plant until it gave 
out. When this stage was reached a strong 
demand for labour would be felt, and the 
situation would show immediate improve- 
ment. 


DANGER OF A CRISIS. 


Mr. Justice. Meredith, sh pen that the 
thanks of the Society be given to the Auditor, 
said that the subject was one of absorbing 
interest. Everyone recogmised that there was 
a danger of a crisis, and. that disaster was 
at hand. “There was only one way of ab- 
sorbing labour, and that was by increasing 
and improving the general standard of living. 
If they lagged behind scientific improvement 
unemployment was inevitable. 

Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, seconding, said that 
the problem of the Trish railways had not 
been faced either by a responsible Govern- 
ment, the Labour leaders or those others con- 
cerned. The problem had now lasted ten 
years. The roads of Ireland, built and 
paid for by the taxpayers for the purposes 
of ordinary communication, were now given 
concrete surfaces for carrying traffic which 
should be, in every sense of the word, carried 
by the railways. It was shameful that the 
people of Northern Ireland should be pre- 
sented with the disastrous strike, while it 
appeared that the next to be served would 
be the Free State. 

The proposal was passed. 


WHY TARIFFS ARE JUSTIFIED. 


Mr. Conor A. Maguire, 8.C., Attorney- 
General, pro d that the Law Students’ 
Debating Society was. deserving of the sup- 
pert of the Benchers, members and students 
of the Society of the King’s Inns. 

Dealing with the Auditor's address, he 
said that economists seemed to be unable to 
offer a solution of the difficulties with which 
the world was faced, but he was cunfident 
that mankind would eventually find the solu- 
tion that was n ing, he said 
that the justification of the tariff policy of 
the present Government had been that they, 
as a small country, were the victims of the 
rapid advance of labour-saving devices. If 
this rapid advance and mass production got 
free play, and were allowed to remain un- 
obstructed, the small country must inevitably 
go down before the big country economically. 
Their jastification was that they took steps 
to prevent the dumping of goods at cut 
‘prices which would affect their own factories 
myjuriously, and steps to prevent themselves 
from being overwhelmed. The preservation 
of themselves as a nation was, in his opinion, 
something worth striving for. 

Professor Daniel Binchy seconded. 

In putting the motion, Mr, Justice 
Murnaghan said that the paper was one of 
great interest: Up to the last fifteen years 
the development of mechanisation could only 
be referred to with praise. Since then some- 
thing had gone wrong, and he thought it was 
due to the winatural condition of affairs 
brought about by the Great War. The over- 
development in America during that period 
was largely responsible for present condi- 


tions.

side of Athloié"’ The. ‘Station, Ao Tar’ as 
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an engineering proposition, and is under 
the control of an engineer who, from his 
control desk, well regulate the various

The Dublin studio is connected by direct 
wire ‘to this control desk.

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the darkest period of the English occupa- 
tion. So far as the law could do it, educa- 
tion was made impossible for the Catliolic 
population at home, but Irish scholarship 
was kept alive in the colleges for Irish 
ecclesiastics in Louvain, Rome, Salamanca, 
Paris and elsewhere on the Continent. In 
Ireland itself the schools of poetry sur- 
vived in some places until the beginning 
of the eighteenth century, maintaining to 
the end their rigorous discipline. The 
‘hedge schools,’ taught by wandering 
scholars, frustrated in a measure the 
design to reduce the people to illiteracy, 
and kept the flame of knowledge alight, 
however feebly, throughout the island, 


THE PENAL LAWS. 


“In the eighteenth century, the most 
terrible period that Ireland has known, 
when the people were ground down by the 
Penal Laws, there was a remarkable re- 
vival of Irish poetry. Some of the finest 
poems in the language were written during 


stressed spiritual and intellectual, rather 


those years by men who spent their lives in 
poverty, dependent on the hospitality of an 
impoverished and outcast peasantry. But 
they were welcome everywhere, and their 
songs, whether they were inspired by 
anger at the oppression of their country, or 
by some false hope of foreign aid, by love, 
or by the incidents of their daily lives, or 
by the irrepressible gaiety of their race, 
were a source of consolation and joy to the 
people. 

“ Anglo-Irish literature, though far less 
characteristic of the nation than that pro- 
duced in the Irish language, includes much 
that is of lasting worth. Ireland has pro- 
duced in Dean Swift perhaps the greatest 
satirist in the English language; in 
Edmund Burke probably the greatest 
Writer on politics; in William Carleton a 
novelist of the first rank ; in Oliver Gold- 
smith a poet of rare merit. Henry Grattan 
was one of the most eloquent orators of 
his time-—the golden age of oratory in the 
English language. . Theobald Wolfe Tone 
has left us one of the most delightful auto- 
ri gts in literatute. : Several recent 
or still living Irish novelists and ts 
have produced work which is likely to 
stand the test of time. The Irish theatre 
movement has given us the finest school of 
acting of the present day, and some plays 
of high quality.

PLANE AND ** TREE OF 
HEAVEN '. MOST COMMON. 


In the course of a paper on the trees and 
shrubs in the parks of the London County 
Council, read before the Royal Society of 
Arts, Mr. F. W. Parker described the plane 
as the outstanding London tree. 

He said its accommodation to the atmo- 
sphere and surroundings of the metropolis 
had been its undoing; for it had been planted 
in every conceivable place, suitable and un- 
suitable. lt was the tree most commonly 
used for street-planting, for which, apart 
from its hardiness, it was not adapted, except 
in the widest thoroughfares. In narrower 
streets it had to submit to mercilesa hacking 
in order to keep it in bounds, and most 
Londoners were unaware what a_ graceful 
and majestic tree it could become when given 
room for proper development.

| Unless Geneva sees fit to add yet another 
delay to an already protracted issue, the 
Manchurian dispute will reach its final 
stage within a few days. The Committee 
of Nineteen has the latest 
Japanese proposals for a settlement ly 
conciliation, In the last analysis Japan 
| and Geneva differ on one point—the status 
of Manchukuo. The League, taking its 
stand on the basis of the Lytton Report, 
refuses to recognise the autonomy of 
Manchukuo under Japanese auspices ; the 
Japanese will not yield this point, for 
which they have laboured so arduously. 
Accordingly, the Committee of Nineteen .s 
drafting its recommendations for the 
solution of the dispute; and, if approved 
by the Assembly, they will constitute a 
definite plan of action against Japan. Even 
yet, and until the recommendations have 
been adopted, the door is open for concilia- 
tion ; but there is little hope of it. Since 
the League began its labours there has 
been no real attempt to reach a compromise 
between the Japanese and Chinese claims, 
or between the demands of Japan and the 
demands of the League. Furthermore, 
while Japan continues to disregard the 
League’s injunctions, she is defying all its 
precepts by Her 
campaign against Jehol—a province out- 
side the boundaries of Manchuria—has 
begun already, and her troops are moving 
towards the Great Wall. | 

Within a week, then, the League will 
be face to face with the decision which it 
has avoided soingeniously. It can do onc of 
two things: it can prefer to take no action,

Thus far the 
Tokyo Government has been relying on 
its ability to bluff Geneva; and the 
attempt has gained a great deal of en- 
couragement from Geneva’s reluctance to 
do anything definite. In all probability 
it will be sufficient that Geneva shall call 
the bluff. If she takes any positive action 
whatever, so long as it is sufficient to con- 
vince the Japanese that for once in a way 
the League is resolved to fulfil its obliga- 
tions, the lesson will be learned, Article 16 
is a last resort, which may be employed 
only when less sweeping measures have 
been unsuccessful. Nevertheless, if all 
else fails, and Japan remains obdurate, 
its full force must be applied.

The Athlone Station. 


Last evening President de Valera in- 
augurated the high-power broadcasting 
station at Athlone, which, as he pointed 
out in the course of a long address, is one 
of the most modern and most powerful in 
Europe. Its trial programmes already 
have been heard in Newfoundland, India, 
and Greenland ; and its power is such that 
it acts as if a choir of one hundred million 
voices were singing at Athlone. For the 
most part, the new staftion’s programmes 
will ‘be performed in the Dublin studio, 
where they will be amplified and sent by 
the ordinary trunk lines to Athlone.

He has not 
hesitated to place Ireland on the highest 
level of European culture ; and he cannot 
complain if the rest of the nations judge 
the Free State by the standard of Athlone’s 
programmes. We wish the new venture 
well. President de Valera will forgive us, 
however, if we suggest that even England 
has a contribution to make to Europe's 
broadcasting programmes. We yield to 
none in our appreciation of [Ireland's 
ancient culture; but, after all, there are 
others.

A Patriot’s Claim. 


A nice problem of cause and effect was 
submitted last week to the local Pensions 
Board at Metz. It was presented as a 
belated claim for a disability pension for 
injuries associated with the Great. War. 
The claimant did not base his appeal on 

‘<a “ el at ee 
actual service in the War. His injuries 
were received on the day of the Féte 
Nationale, in 1919, when he took part in 
the general rejoicings over the recovery 
of Alsace and Lorraine. Desiring, as his 
personal contribution, to make a loud 
noise, he fired a revolver into the air; it 
burst and he was injured. His appeal for 
a disability pension was based on the 
following chain of argument: (1) That, if 
there had been no war, the lost Provinces 
would not have been recovered; (2) that, 
if they had not been recovered, there 
would have been no rejoicings; (3) that, 
if there had been no rejoicings, he would 
not have fired the revolver, and, there- 
fore, would not have been injured. 
The Pensions Board, as. the Paris 
Correspondent of The Times informs us, 
gave careful consideration to the claimant, 
and in the end refused to recognise him as 
a civil victim of the Great War. 


Admitting freely that there had been a 
war, that the lost Provinces had been 
recovered, and that public and legitimate 
rejoicings had followed, the Board held 
that the claimant had been under no com- 
pulsion to take part in such rejoicings or 
to resort to firearms. Here, no doubt, is 
strict justice; but we feel that, if the case 
had been submitted to King Solomon or 
to Sancho Panza—wise and worldly men, 
and of a rich humanity—the verdict might 
have been different. They might have 
held that the claimant’s § ingenuity 
deserved a reward, and that, as many War 
pensions must have been granted on highly 
dubious grounds, a single addition to 
them would be no great matter. A few 
years ago, indeed, the Pensions Board, 
moved by. the claimant’s ebullient 
patriotism, might have taken this liberal 
view; but the worthy citizen of Metz has 
missed the tide. The enthusiasms of war 
have been crushed by the sore burdens of 


peace.

Noxious Clubs. 


Cardiff's Chief Constable has launched 
a vigorous attack on a growing evil. 
One of the troubles of British law 1s 
the ease with which so-called clubs 
can be established. Many of these insti- 
tutions require a very small—some, in- 
deed, ask only a nominal—subscription 
for membership ; they accept as a member 
anybody who cares to apply, and their 
whole raison d’étre is the circumvention 
of the licensing laws. They are highly un- 
popular with publicans, since they com- 
pete during ‘‘ opening hours ” with the 
public-houses, and the police love them no 
better, because they are very often dis- 
orderly and need constant supervision. 
On the other hand, these clubs attract 
hosts of members. Their opening hours 
are less straitened than those of the or- 
dinary public-houses, and they are far 
less concerned to close even at their 
statutory hours than are the places with 
a reputation. It is unfair todraw an analogy 
between these establishments and the 
more expensive clubs which are patronised 
by well-to-do men. Good conduct is an 
essential of the latter; the sale of liquor 
is only one of their amenities, and they 
act in strict accordance with the law. The 
cheap dens, on the other hand, exist for 
nothing save the sale of liquor; they are 
run frequently, as the Chief Constable ob- 
served, by people who would not be ac- 
cepted as licencees of public-houses, and 
they give infinite trouble to the authori- 
ties. It is a pity that the increasing 
tendency of these islands towards sobriety 
should be hindered by such undesirable 
institutions. Whatever good is done by 
the restriction of the hours of public- 
houses may be undone easily by the pre- 
valence of countenanced shebeens.

THE FREE STATE’S PROBLEMS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srg,— There can be little doubt that un- 

employment is one of the oer. the 
Free State’s problems, or t taxation 1s 
one of the chief causes of that disease. I! 
have been looking through some old farm 
accounts, and am astonished to see the 
extent to which taxation has increased, little 
or so. 
see that where, in the ‘nineties of the last 
century, we paid one penny in the pound on 
land, we now pay three shillings, or an 
increase of 3,600 per cent. In those days 
income tax was five pence in, the poy and 
we were assessed on one-third of our poor 
law valuation. It is now five shillings, 


assessed on the full valuation, or thirty-six 
times as much, Is it any wonder that, when 
the demands of the collector have been 
satisfied, there is little left for other things? 
One of the results is plainly shown in th 
labour book; for where, sixty years ago 
my grandfather employed an average © 
thirty men on this estate, and thirty year 
ago my father employed fourteen, I can only 
find the means to pay two, and, everyone 
and everything suffers. Somewhere someone, 
I suppose, benefits by this extortion ; but, if 
so, he manages to conceal his identity pretty 
successfully. 

All this would not seem to be the fault of 
any particular Government. The blame must 
be shared, in greater or less degree, by all 
of them, but the cumulative effect is deplor- 
able. Would it be too much to suggest that 
the present Government might see what 
effect the opposite policy will produce? So 
long as any Government continue to take 
our money from us, and spend it as they 
think it should be spent, instead of letting 
us spend it ourselves, so long will this 
disease of unemployment continue and 
increase.— Yours, etc.,

It seems to me that the Great Powers have 
opened a discussion which cannot end with 
War Debts: for, so far as 1 can see, no debt 
in existence to-day can be repaid except by 
the creation of another debt. Perhaps, some 
of our economists will enlighten me.—Yvrrs, 
etc., J. Murpny.

The trees on 
Poleswetie road have been pruned, but only 
one tree on Cowper road has received atten- 
tion. 1 have. interviewed most ot the 
residents in this vicinity, and at 
quest 1 approached the Dublin Corporation 
about the matter. I received very coniteous 
treatment, and their objections to pruning 
were explained to me—first of all, that they 
were ‘forest trees on Cowper road and not 
suitable, and would have to be replaced 
sconer or later by other trees; and also that 
numerous complaints are made when trees 
are pruned. I submit that the people who 
should be considered are those whom the 
trees are depriving of light and air for their 
gardens, 

As regards ‘‘ Querist’s’’ contention that 
forest trees, when pruned, become diseased or 
decayed, the trees in this locality have been 
regularly pruned for the past twenty years 
up to about three years ago, without any 
sign of decay. If they are pruned regularly, 
they should be good for the next twenty 
years or more without replacement.—Yours, 
etc., JOHN A. SMYTH.

JUMP OF. 179,000 IN A 
MONTH. 


A considerable increase in the number of 
the unemployed is shown in the monthly 
return of the British Ministry of Labour 
issued last night. The decline in employment 
occurred chiefly in the industries which nor- 
mally experience a set-back in January, 

The numbers of unemployed on the registers 
of employment exchanges in Great Britain at 
January 23 were: 2 280,033 wholly unem- 
ployed, 524,229 temporarily stopped, and 

£803 normally in casual employment, making 
a total of 2,903,065. 

This was 179,778 more than the number on 
the registers at December 19, 1932, and 
174,654 more than a year before. 

The total on January 23 comprised 
2,536,065 men, 77,912 boys, 427,166 women 
and 61,922 girls. 

During the five weeks ended January 23 the 
number of vacant situations notified by em- 
ployers to the employment exchanges and 
juvenile employment bureaux was 36, 
while the number filled was 225,785.

Lady Oxford 
sat on the left ‘hand of Sir .Herbert 
Samuel, and among others present were 
such Liberal stalwarts as Sir Archibald 
Sinclair, Sir Robert Hamilton, Sir F. D. 
Acland. Mrs. Wintringham, Lady Bryce, 
the Earl of Arran, the Earl of Rosebery, 
and the members of Sir Herbert Samuel's 
following in the House of Commons. Sir 
Herbert Samuel indulged in a considered 
vastigation of the Government for its 
policy on all points, but said that he must 
reserve action as he thought best. Now 
and again he aroused quite an outburst 
of enthusiasm among his supporters, but 
the speech was scarcely one to set the 
Liberal Thames on fire. The party will 
have a meeting to-morrow to consider its 
action during the sittings, and it may de- 
cide to cross the floor. It is by no means 
certain, however, that Sir Herbert Samuel 
desires to cross the Rubicon in the ab- 
sence of a really notable issue. A feature 
of his speech to-day was a bitter attack 
on the Beaverbrook press. 

The Hyde Pur Demonstration. 

It is generally agreed to-day, even by) 
some Labour authorities, that vesterday’s 
great demonstration in Hyde Park was 
rather a fiasco. Instead of the quarter 
of a million expected to swell the ranks 
of the processionists from the Thames 
Embankment only about thirty thousand, 
including many young people, and even 
children, teok part in the march. The 
most interesting group was that comprising 
Mr. Lansburv and several of the more 
important Labour leaders. The organisers 
of the procession dealt neatly with the 
extremists: for they smothered’ the 
Bolshevist element bv sandwiching its 
contingents in the procession at such long 
intervals that thev were unable to connect, 
with the result that any attemnt to start 
trouble would have been = quickly sup 
pressed. One feature was that, most of 
the processionists were neatly, if not well, 
dressed. Many women wore fur coats,

Sterling. 

An advance in the rate of sterling 
against dollars was a feature on the 
London foreign exchange market to-day, 
when the rate rose from 3.40 dollars to 
the pound, at which it closed on Saturday, 
to 5.44+—a rise of 2d. to the value of 
14s. 13d. for the pound, the highest since 
the middle of October. As a result of 
this rise, the price of gold fell. by 1s. 4d. 
to 119s, $d. per fine ounce, and a further 
sonsequence was that, although conditions 
in the Kaflir section of the Stock Exchanye 
Were as active as ever, prices were not so 
good ; the fall in the price of gold brought 
considerable profit-taking. It is under- 
stood that the rise in the sterling rate is 
due to a belief that the control of the 
Exchange Egqualisation Fund has been 
temporarily withdrawn, and, therefore, 
the usual seasonal factors making for a 
rise in sterling are having their full effect. 
The Prussian Government. 

Political from Germany 
becoming commonplace. The latest 
is that President von Hindenburg has 
removed the Prussian Government from 
office, and has replaced the Socialist 
Premier, Herr Braun, by Herr von Papen. 
The significance of this message however, 
is not clear. The Socialist Government of 
Prussia was removed from office’ by 
Presidential decree last year, when the 
Government was taken over by Herr von 
Papen, the Chancellor, who was appointed 
Federal Commissioner to administer the 
country. Proceedings to contest the 
legality of this decree were taken before 
the Federal Supreme Court at Leipzig, 
with the decision that, while’ Herr von 
Papen was to remain the de facto ruler, 
the Braun Government’ was still ‘the de 
jure Government, and was entitled to 
represent Prussia on the Federal Council 
and in the Prussian Diet. Prussia since 
has had two Governments simultaneously, 
though only the dictatorial one has exer- 
cised any authority, and Herr von Papen 
was re-appointed State Commissioner after 
the formation of the present Hitler-Papen- 
Hugenburg Coalition. It is thought that 
this is a preliminary to a dissolution of 
the Prussian Diet, which hitherto has 
refused to accept the orders of the 
President that it should dismiss itself. 


Britain’s Monetary System. 

The Central Chamber of Agriculture has 
just sent a memorandum, dealing with 
monetary policy. It summarises the views 
put before Mr. Walter Elliot, the Minister 
of Agriculture, by a deputation represent- 
ing a number of association: connected with 
landed property. The opinion of these 
associations, which must carry some 
weight, is that drastic reform is needed 
in the monetary system. As to Great 
Britain in particular, it is stated that, 
until it becomes reasonable to contemplate 
in the near tuture the adoption of a 
proper monetary policy in this country, 
general uncertainty will prevail; and an 
imcreasing mistrust of what has been 
recognised generally to be the Bank of 
England policy since 1922 wili continue 
to prevent that return of confidence which 
is an essential factor of industrial re- 
covery. 


Communism on the Air. 

The Home Secretary will be asked this 
week by Mr. E. Doran, the member for 
North Tottenham, whether he is aware 
that a message addressed to Communists 
was broadcast over a wireless station 
Operating on a wave length of 149 metres 
on Friday and Saturday nights, and if he 
he is prepared to make a full investigation 
of the circumstances, and to take steps to 
trace the whereabouts of this station and 
prevent a recurrence of the incident. The 
message to which Mr. Doran refers was a 
Communist — pointing out that the 
workers in Belfast were behind the 
marchers in London, and that their com- 
rades in Russia would not let them down. 
There is a suspicion that the message came 
over a private station operating somewhere 
on the north-east coast, and efforts are 
being made to trace it with a view t 
taking action.

BERLIN, Monday. — 
M ETHODICALLY and ruthlessly, the 


new Hitler-Papen réyime is con- 
tinuing its policy of overcoming ali opposi- 
tion to its rule. 

Its latest move is to dissolve the 
Prussian Diet against the wishes of the 
majority of the Diet itself, and to.set aside 
entirely the legal Prussian Government 
under Premier Braun. 

The latter's place in the “ College of 
Three’’ has been taken by Herr von 
Papen, with whose vote and that of the 
Nazi President of the Diet, the Diet’s dis- 
solution was proclaimed this afiernoon, 
and new elections fixed for March 5th, 
coincident with the general election. 

The Presitlential decree ‘handing over 
to Herr von Papen all the powers vested 
in the Prussian Government is based on 
Article 48 of the Constitution, which pro- 
vides that ‘‘ if a State does not fulfil the 
duties imposed upon it by the,Constitution 
or law, the President of the Republic can 
compel it to fulfil them with the aid of 
the armed forces.”’ 


CHAOTIC CONDITIONS, 


The present Government's contention is 
that, owing to the attitude cf the Prussian 
Government, following the Supreme Court 
verdict of October 25th, chaotic conditions 
prevailed in the administration of Prussia 
which were injuring the welfare of the 
State. 

““No country can serve two Govern- 
ments ; no officials can serve two masters. 
existence of two Governments in 
Prussia has led to an intolerable state of 
affairs, whose removal is absolutely essen- 
tial,” says the official statement. 

Consequently the Prussian Government 
has been deposed. 

The Prussian Government will appeal to 
the Supreme Court to declare this decree 
anti-constitutional, but the Court's de- 
cision is not likely to be announced until 
after the elections on March Sth have 
taken place. 


PRESS RESTRICTIONS. 


Simultaneously with this action against 
the Marxist régime in Prussia, the 
Government has imposed draconic restric- 
tions upon the Press of the country by a 
decree entitled ‘‘ Decree for the protection 
of the German people.”’ 

The decree, in effect, renders all cri- 
ticisms of Germany's rulers and their 
doings highly dangerous to the critics. 
Any daily newspaper can be suppressed for 
a period up to a month for publishing 
obviously incorrect news which endangers 
the interests of the State; for insulting or 
bringing into contempt the religion, in- 
stitutions, and leading officials of the 
State; and inciting to acts of violence or 
a general strike. | 

The usual crop of political clashes, in- 
volving death and injuries in various 
ee of Germany is symptomatic of the 
atent state of ‘civil war which has pre- 
vailed in Germany since the adventof the 
new Government. 

Communist Reichstag deputies told 
Pressmen to-day that they had positive in- 
formation that the Cabinet intenced te 
yroclaim the Communist election list 
illegal. 

The task of the Communist Party, they 
stated. was to awaken the workers to the 
dangers of the ‘‘ most reactionary Govern. 
ment there had ever been in Germany. 
The party was in favour of declaring a 
general strike immediately, although it 
realised that this meant bloodshed; but the 
necessary united front with the Socialists 
had not been formed. 

At a meeting to-day of the Ger.acn 
Nationalist Party, which is strongly repre- 
sented in the Government, Dr. von Winter- 
feld, Vice-Chairman of the party, declared 
amid applause, ‘‘A President dies, but a 
King does not die; and our final aim is the 
restoration of a Prussian German Hohen- 
zollern Monarchy.’”’

LEAGUE COMMITTEE’S 
RECOMMENDATIONS.

HE Order Paper of the Dail for to- 
morrow sets out the business of the 
sitting in the following terms :— 

(1) The reading by the. Clerk of 
the proclamations convening the 
Oireachtas. 

Report of the Clerk as to issue of 
writs for election of deputies and 
announcement of names of deputies 
returned. | 
(3) Election of Ceann Comhairle. 
(4) Nomination of President of the 
Executive Council. 

The indications are that the sitting will 
be. calm and uneventful. The first items 
are purely formal. It will take the Clerk 
of the Dail (Mr. Colm Murphy) probably 
a quarter of an hour to read the procla- 
mations and the names of the deputies 
returned at the general election., After 
this the Clerk, who has control of the 
House until the Speaker is elected, will 
receive nominations for the Speakership. 

This will be a formality. Mr. Frank 
Fahy will be proposed, and in the probable 
event of there being no nomination from 
the Opposition a vote will be challenged 
and the Dail will divide. The result will 
probably be a substantial majority for Mr. 
Fahy; for, in all probability, it will not 
be a strict Opposition versus Government 
vote. 

When Mr. Fahy takes the Chair he will 
receive nominations for the Presidency of 
the Executive Council. Mr. de Valera will 
be proposed for re-election. It is unlikely

a division will be challenged and the 
figures for and against will be the vital 
test of the strength with which the new 
Government will take up office. In a full 
House the majority will probably be 16. 
It is unlikely, however, that all members 
will be present, as a couple of deputies are 
reported to be victims of the prevailing 
epidemic of influenza. 

When the President has been elected the 
Dail will adjourn for a brief period to 
enable Mr. de Valera to receive the formal 
approval of his appointment from the hands 
of the Governor-General of the Free State. 
It is understood that the Governor-Gene- 
ral, Mr. Donal Buckley, will come to 
Leinster House for this purpose. 

On the resumption of the House, Pre- 
sident de Valera will name his Ministers, 
and present them for the approval of the 
Dail. It is open to the members to divide 
the House on each Minister’s nomination, 
but what the Opposition will do on this 
occasion is not known. The Ministers will 
after appointment be presented to tie 
Governor-General. This will conclude the 
business on the Order Paper.

NO CONFIRMATION OF 
RUMOURS. 


Regarding the rumours which have been 
persistent during the past week or so that 
some of the Nationalist members of the 
Northern Parliament will be present in 
the Dail, and, as has been suggested, be 
given an opportunity to address the House. 
there was no authoritative information 
yesterday, A high official of the Govern- 
ment assured me last evening that the 
matter had not been mentioned officially, 
and he was entirely unaware of any such 
proposal. In other quarters, however, the 
belief was entertained that ‘certain 
Northern members would be present, and 
would probably he accommodated on the 
promenade on the right hand of the 
Speaker. 

Whether they could be permitted to 
speak was a matter upon which authori- 
ties held divergent views. It is certain 
that they could not take part in debates 
or vote on any issue. Such an interven- 
tion would render it possible, on an appeal 
to the Courts, to invalidate legislation. It 
is, however, understood that with the 
unanimous agreement of the Dail such 
‘“‘ strangers ” could be permitted to ad- 
dress the House. This, it appears, is all 
they desire to do. 


TAKING THE OATH, 


All day yesterday there was a procession 
of deputies to the office of the Clerk of 
the Dail for the purpose of taking the re- 
quired Oath of Allegiance. About fifty 
altogether completed this necessary con- 
dition, including Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, Mr. 
Frank MacDermot, Mr. P. MeceGil- 
ligan, Mr. James Dillon, Mr. James 
Geoghegan, Mr. R. Mulcahy, Mr. P. 
Hogan (Clare), Mr. W. Norton, the J ord 
Mayor of Dublin, Alderman Byrne, and 
Professor O’Sullivan. 

In connection with the taking of the 

Oath it appears to be accepted that this 
is the last occasion upon which it will be 
necessary for members of the Dail and 
Senate to do this. No doubt this con- 
clusion is based on the assumption that in 
two months’ time the Oath Bill will be 
passed, and simultaneously the stipula- 
tion in Article 17 of the Constitution 
which requires the taking of the Oath 
will be removed. 
A well-known authority yesterday dis- 
puted this, pointing out that even if 
Article 17 is removed Article 4 of the 
Treaty remains mandatory. This article 
is identical with Article 17 of the Con- 
stitution. It says: '“ The Oath to be 
taken by members of the Parliament of 
the Irish Free State shall be in the follow- 
ing form.’’ The exact terms of the Con- 
stitution Oath are given. It is claimed 
that the Oath Bill now awaiting its final 
stage does not affect the overriding validity 
of the Treaty provisions, and. it is argued 
that so long as the Oath remains in its 
present position in the Treaty the position 
is in no way altered, and cannot be unléss 
by the legislative agreement of the parties 
signatory to the Treaty. 

Assuming that this interpretation is 
correct it would seem that even with the 
removal of the Oath from the Constitution 
it would be a direct vidlation of the Treaty 
for any member to sit in either the Dail 
or Senate without having taken the pre- 
scribed Oath.

HE Dutch battleship De Zeven 

Provincién (the Seven Provinces), 

which was seized by Javanese mutineers, 
is to be handed back to her commander. 

This announcement is made in a wire- 
less message sent out by the mutineers 
themselves. 

Warships and aeroplanes are in pursuit 
of the vessel, which is, according to the 
latest news, off the Samatra coast and 
making for Sourabaya, the naval base in 
Java. 

A great stir has been made in Holland 
by the mutiny, and a special Cabinet 
meeting was held to-night to consider the 
situation, The Dutch Press regards the 
incident as a serious blow at Dutch 
prestige in the Dutch East Indies. 


NO VIOLENCE INTENDED. 


In a message broadcast in English and 
Dutch, and addressed to the ‘‘ World 
Press,” the mutineers declared: “ We, 
the ship s hands and crew, intend to steam 
to Sourabaya. We do not intend violence, 
but will return the ship officially into the 
hands of the commander the day before 
our arrival at Sourabaya. 

'“Our object is to protest against. the 
unjust wage‘ cut’ and the arrest of those 
who á sunn last week. 

“© No one on board has been hurt. On 
the contrary, all are well. (Signed) The 
Crew.’’ 

Besides her crew of 150 natives, there 
are 50 Europeans on board, including 16 
officers. The battleship had a three hours’ 
start. on the pursuing Government 
steamer, Aldebaran, on board which vessel 
there are ten naval officers and a European 
detachment of infantry, all under the com- 
mand of the Commander of De Zeven 
Provincien. 


MARTIAL LAW THREAT. 


Great anxiety prevails at Sourabaya 
lest the powder magazine should be seized 
by mutinous elements. Special pre- 
cautionary measures have been taken. 
Guards. armed with revolvers are every- 
where on duty. 

The Government is, however, awaiting 
further details before proclaiming martial 
law, it is stated. 

A demonstration in honour of the 
Governor-General is being organised as a 
protest against extremist activities. 

The seriousness of the incidents from 
Holland’s point of view is recognised in 
the leading Dutch papers. The Handels- 
blad points out that the mutiny was not a 
protest against bad conditions on board, 
but solely against the ‘‘ cut’’ in wages. 
It urges the necessity of strong action by 
the Government to force the surrender of 
the mutineers, and if necessary to resort 
to arms. The most serious aspect of the 
affair, says the Handelsblad, is the 
provocatory attack on established 
authority and on the Navy, which form 
the pillar of Dutch government in Dutch 
India. 


CHASE INTENSIFIED. 


Two submarines, three flying-boats, a 
mine-layer, and the Government steamer, 
Eridanus, have joined in the chase of the 
mutineers. 

Meanwhile, the mutineers are trying to 
bargain with the authorities. In two wire- 
less messages received by the pursuing 
commander on the steamer Aldebaran they 
offer to surrender on certain conditions, 
including their own liberty.

In an editorial article The Times to-day 
observes :—-How far the Government can 
maintain its prestige, as well as continue 
in office, is another matter, and depends 
on its own actions during what is bound 
to be a very critical year in the fortunes 
of the experiment in National Government. 
No impartial person will deny that, on the 
whole, the Government tackled the 
emergency which called it into being with 
promptitude and resolution, and that, so 
far, it has not disappointed a House of 
Commons which was elected, first and fore- 
most, to secure decision and action by the 
Executive. In the breathing space thus 
secured, however, a crop of problems has 
grown up, problems which, if less 
mtrinsically important than broad issues 
of national policy, loom large among 
important sections of the public, and must 
be tackled with just the same decision. 
For example, there is the question of .the 
proper functions of road and rail within 
the national transport system. The delay 
which has elapsed since the publication 
of the Salter report has lasted quite long 
enough. It is becoming a menace not 
merely to the transport system, but to one 
of the most important methods of con- 
situtional goverament. If committees and 
commissions are . appointed fo give 
authoritative advice, and if that advice 
is pigeon-holed, then, sooner or later, there 
must be an end of the most valuable 
practice of seeking guidance from such 
bodies. 

There is a great chance, proceeds The 
Times, during this coming year for the 
Government—having made up its mind 
that agriculture must play an important 
part in a national revival—to transform 
this industry from the least to the best 
organised in the country. These tasks, 
coupled with the bills upon housing and 
rent restriction which have been carried 
over the recess, and with the very 
necessary business of giving some attention 
to the important matters of foreign policy 
which are now coming to a head, will 
occupy the time cf Parliament more than 
fully until the introduction of the 
Budget.

HE long-distance flight to the Cape is 
being made in a Fairey-Napier mono- 
in great secrecy at 
Hayes, Middlesex. It was completed in 
The following October it was 
flown from Cranwell to Egypt non-stop 
by Squadron-Leader Gayford and Flight- 
Lieutenant Bett. The flight to the Cape 
had been expected ever since, but for one 
reason or another had been postponed. 

A previous attempt to fly to Cape Town 
without a halt by Royal Air Force men 
ended in their death. During the night 
flight over North Africa the machine, 
which was piloted by Flight-Lieutenant 
Jones-Williams and  Flight-Lieutenant 
crashed into a mountain at 
Tunisia. They had already made a suc- 
cessful non-stop flight from England to 
Karachi. 

The present attempt is being under- 
taken by Squadron-Leader C. R. Gayford 
and Flight-Lieutenant G. E. Nicholetts, 

Experts consider the flight can only be 
successful in rare conditions. 


A “ROBOT PILOT.” 


The aircraft is fitted with an automatic 
device—a robot pilot—by which it can be 
more precisely controlled than by the most 
skilled human pilot. Special food has 
been prepared for the pilots and selected 
by a medical board. 

The monoplane is built with a view to 
flying continuously at an estimated 
average speed of 100 miles an hour, and 
has a petrol capacity of more than a 
thousand gallons, and its total weight is 
seven and a half tons. |

WORK AT THE ELECTIONS. 


Mr. James Larkin, senior, asked the City 
Manager for a return showing the number of 
members of the Corporation permanent staff 
who were released from duty for the purpose 
oi supervising or assisting at the recent 
general election. He complained that whilst 
experienced clerks and accountants were 
starving and unemployed, officials getting up 
to £750 a year were able to leave Corporation 
and Government employment. and earn an 
extra three or five guineas a day as presiding 
officers at the elections or in tabulating the 
returns.

DUN LAOGHAIRE’S 
STRONG PROTEST. 


The progress which had been made by the 
Dun Laoghaire Boroagh Council towards the 
solution of the housing prolilem in the dis- 
trict was referred to by Mr. E. C. Smyth, 
the Chairman, at the meeting “last ‘night; 
when he moved the adoption of the report 
of the General Purposes Committee. It was 
one of the most, important reports, he said, 
that had been placed before the Corporation 
since its formation. In March, 1932, it was 
estimated that 345 houses were required to 
clear unhealthy areas, apart from overcrowd- 
ing. Seventy houses had been built and 
occupied, 47 were in course of construction, 
and the tender of Mr. J. Rooney, Balbriggan, 
had been accepted for the erection of 101 
houses in Glasthule. .They had approved of 
a further 16 houses, making a total of 234 
houses, but it still left 111 houses to be 
provided. There were difficulties in the

The *‘ stand over ” action of the L.M.S. 
Railway Company with regard to their mail 
steamers was discussed hae the Chairman 
moved that a deputation be appointed to 
interview the Free State Ministers for Posts 
and Telegraphs and for Industry and 
Commerce with regard to the matter.

THE GAELIC PLAYERS. 


NEW PLAY AT THE GATE 
THEATRE, 


‘In ‘‘ Na Gaduithe,’’ which was given a first 
performance by the Gaelic Players at the Gate 
Theatre, Dublin | last night, Geróid O Loch- 
lainn has begun'what may turn out to. be a 
uew chapter in the history of eomedy in Irish. 
Nominally a ‘‘crook”’ comedy, the special 
interest of this piece arises Jess from its plot 
or the working out thereof than from the 
essentially original treatment that the author 
gives to the comic material at his disposal. 
Many of the elements, some of the situations, 
much of the dialogue may. justly be regarded 
as familiar and time-worn. But O Lochlainn 
has blended with them a goodly share of 
bubbling Irish fun of the natural and spon- 
taneous order, and a Gaelic atmosphere which 
make “Na Gaduithe’’ something — oe and 
different from anything seen on the stage 
here, except in certain of Lady Gregory's 
comedies. And the author has not been 
afraid to learn from the French comedies in 
which he has appeared with such success as 
an actor. - 

In places the construction is weak, occa- 
sionally ‘he playwright allows himself to be 
tempted to uverdo the easy device of bringing 
in a song or two, and the snapshot influence 
of ‘‘talkie’’ comedy is sometimes tog domi- 
nant. These, however, are faults that are not 
beyond curing, and they do not spoil, the 
intrinsic merit of the author's work. 

If a house filled to overBowing and the 
hearty and alinost continuous laughter of the 
audience are to be taken in evidence, ‘‘ Na 
Gaduithe ” should be among the most popular 
of comedies in Gaelic, original or translated. 

The author was adinibebly served by the 
players, and not less excellently. by the pro- 
duction and dressing by Micheal i 
mhoir. The author himself made a first-rate 
country hotel proprietor, but his .big suc:

In the course of his paper, Mr. Chapman 
described the installation of the old steam 
pumping plant in 18344, which raised water 
from the: River. Shannon to a reservoir at. 
Gallows Hill, now. known as GafryoWen,. atid 
then fed a system of low pressure distribution 
mains. : This first system was improved .in 
1863 by the construction of an additional 
reservoir at,»Ennis road. In 1879 proposals 
were made “for an ‘entirely new scheme inyolv- 
ing the constructiOnvof a large reservoir in 
the Clare hills, but.tiething further was done 
until 1890, when, the Corporation constructed 
the turbine pumpiig plant at Clareville, 
which fed water to a new reservoir on New- 
castle Hill, which Was connected to a hew 
high pressure system of distribution mains.* '

IMPORTANT POINT TO BE SETTLED 
AT ELM PARK. 


—— 


HE All-Ireland O 
tournament, which Má at Elm Park, 
Dublin, this evening, promises to be 


one of the most interesting in the long series, 
which goes back to 1902. In numbers it may 
be hit by influenza and hard times, but the 
quality of the entries insures that the play 
will be maintained at the highest level. W. 
Hamilton, who went down with influenza 
during the Ulster tournament at Belfast, is 
all right again, and is sure to be keen to 
make up for displays which, naturally, did 
not show him at his best, It will be re- 
membered that in the Ulster Championship 
singles Rankin beat both the Hamiltons, and 
if he can repeat that performance at Elm 
Park it will go far to establish him as our 
best singles player, a position that for some 
years has been conceded to W. Hamilton by 
general opinion, confirmed by the Irish selec- 
tors, who have picked him as first man on the 
national team. 
PUT TO THE TEST. 

It is probable that there is now little be- 
tween these two, but it will be surprising if 
Hamilton fails to maintain his supremacy, 
though opinion is sharply divided as to the 
chances of the match. Hamilton, as was 

inted out at the time, was sickening for 
influenza on the occasion of the Belfast match, 
but he played a fine game, and Rankin 
successfully countered it, giving the best per- 
formance of his career. The match was 
desparately close and hardfought, but there 
were those who considered that Rankin was 
not fully extended, and held something in 
reserve. : 

We shall see the truth, or otherwise, of 
this when they meet under more even cir- 
cumstances at Elm Park this week. If Rankin 
confirms the Belfast result, it will show that 
the Irish challenge at the all-England meeting 
next month will be exceedingly strong, in the 
singles, at any rate; for, in the Welsh 
championships early in the season, Hamilton 
beat the pick of the English players.

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| BROTHER’S FATAL 


REQUEST. 


Per or 
KILLED TAKING A’ 
PHOTOGRAPH. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
ENNIS, Monday. 


FATAL accident occurred yesterday cen 
A the cliffs of Moher, County Clare, the 

victim being Miss Bridie Flanagan 
(35), who resided with her father and 
brother, who are of the farming class, at 
Lough Doolin, three miles from Lisdoon- 
varna. 

Miss Flanagan had spent 
America, and returned home last year. She 
has two brothers in New York, and recently 
she received a letter from one of them to 
send him a photograph of Moher cliffs. 

Yesterday she went to the cliffs with a 
camera, and when trying to get the picture 
she was blown over by a strong gust of wind. 
She fell down the face of the cliff to a 
depth of about 200 feet, and there struck a 
ledge of sock. 

It was impossible to reach the. body by 
scaling the cliff from either the top or the 
bottom, and no rope could be found long 
enough to reach to the ledge of rock. The 
body was not discovered until to-day, and 
a car was despatched to Limerick City for 
a suitable rope, by means of which her 
brother hopes to descend to bring up the 


body. 

Up to the time of wiring the rope had not 
arrived, and the proposed descent will not 
be made until to-morrow morning.

EVIDENCE AT INQUEST

The sad story of Captain Hugh Evelyn 
Allen (53), Chairman of the Narberth 
(Pembroke) magistrates, and one of the 
largest estate owners in West Wales,” who 
was found shot in the gun room at his home, 
Cresselly House, near Haverfordwest, on 
Friday, was told at the inquest yesterday. 

Captain Allen was to have presided at a 
dinner of the Welsh Guards at Swansea on 
Saturday night, following the Rugby inter- 
national match between Wales and Scotland. 

The Coroner (Mr. Edgar Williams), having 
heard the evidence, stated that, as there was 
no direct evidence, one had to fall back on 
the probabilities. Captain Allen was cheerful 
right up to his death. He had no worries 
and never made any threat. He had reasons 
for handling this particular gun. 

“What strikes me,” added the Coroner, 
‘‘is that the door was open, and I think I 
can faitly cothe to the conclusion that the 
deceased man met his death by accidentally 
shooting himself while preparing to place this 
gun away.”
